A tr -India Employee!' (Miscellaneous Loans) Regulations, 

1966 

New Delhi, the 22nd May 1967 

No. GM/ 58-19. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 
1953), Air-India, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, hereby makes the following regu- 
lations further to amend the Air-India Employees’ 
(Miscellaneous Loans) Regulations, 1966, namely : — 

1. These regulations may be called the Air-India 
Employees’ (Miscellaneous Loans) Amendment Regu- 
lations, 1967. 


2. In regulation 8 of the Air-India Employees’ (Mis- 
cellaneous Loans) Regulations., 1966, — 

(a) in clause (a) of sub-regulation (1) the words, 
"in the opinion of the Corporation," shall be 
omitted; 

(b) for sub-regulation (2), the following sub-regu- 
lation shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(2) The General Manager, may grant loans 
In any of the cncumstances specified In 
sub-regulation (1) up to Rs. 3,000/-”; 

(c) after sufc-’egulation (2), the following sub-re- 
gulation ahull be inserted, namely : — 

"(2A) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-regulation (1) or sub-regulation (2), the 
Corporation or the General Manager may 
grant to an employee at a foreign station.. In 
any of the circumstances mentioned in clause 
(b) of sub-regulation (1) and related to 
residential accommodation at such foreign 
station, a loan in the appropriate foreign 
currency not exceeding Sterling £, 750 or 
equivalent thereof subject to the condition that 
the loan shall be repaid In the foreign currency 
in which it was granted”; 

(d) In sub-regulation (3), for the words "such 
loan’’ the words ‘‘loan granted under this re- 
gulation” shall be substituted.
